To-day, broadly speaking, England is 
so thoroughly rid of flies that the Eng- 
lish rarely screen their houses. How 
did the English do it? As we must do 
it—by each vag / keeping its house 
clean, S¢reens will keep flies out of a 
rouse and per will kill thém. 
Rut neither pets at the cause. mere 
is only one way to do away with flies, 
and tuat is to keep clean the places 
where they breed and love to feed. 

Manure heaps of horses and cattle 
should be kept in covered pits, bins 
or flyproof closets, and stables and 
pens must be kept clean of manure. 

Outside lavatories should be kept 
clean and all excrement covered u 
sr drenched with poisons, lime or oil. 

Kitchen refuse should be placed in 
closely, cleanly kept garbage cans. 

All decaying matter should be bur- 
ied or burned. 

All receptacles, such as cuspidores, 
should be kept clean. 

Until we are clean ourselves we can- 
not keep healthy, and until we keep 
our houses clean we cannot keep away 
the flies. 

If there are flies around or in your 
‘ouse, either you or your neighbor is 
careless with regard to abselute clean- 
‘iness. And until the fties are got ri2 
of, as they can be with care and 
watchfulness, a sitive danger to 
your wife and children confronts you.

Al- 
ways bear in mind that you can fill 
out easier than you can cut out. 

In taking your hip measure, draw 
the tape around the very largest part 
of your body, which should be from 
ten to twelve inches below the waist 
line, or about where the placket 
would end. 

Now have a tight-fitted basque lin- 
ing made; don't min? how many seams 
it has, and see thc, it fits you just so 
from your neck down to the point 
above mentioned. Carry the shoulder 
line out to the very edge of the arm, 
and, if possible, have it made over a 
new corset and fitted over as few 
clothes as possible in the way of 
underskirts, etc. 

After you have your basque fitted 
and the seams sewed up with a very 
small machine stitch, proceed to fit it 
over your form. Nine cases out of 
ten it will be a far fit, but that 
doesn’t matter. By the time you have 
finished filling in you are liable to 
find that the neck line of your new 
form will be about two inches above 
that of the foundation form, and the 
same way with the waist line. In 
adjusting this lining, use the bust line 
of the form as a guide. Buy about 
two rolls of padding cotton, which 
costs about 6 cents a roll, You may 
mot need that much; you may need 
more, Now commence to fill in, not 
in big pieces, but in little bits, so 
that your lines will be smooth, pack- 
ing in firmly but not.too tightly. Take 
particular note of any peculiarities 
you may have, one shoulder higher 
than the other, or one hip, or maybe 
one side of the bust needs a little 
more attention than the other, It is 
all a question of judgment. Be care- 
ful to fill in under the arms, across 
the back, both at the shoulders and 
at the waist line. After you have fin- 
ished and fastened up the front ‘sew- 
ing this with small stitches by hand), 
take measurements of your new form 
and compare with your own, 
find it in any way smaller, open up 
the front and fill in a little more, Th 
this case, better to have it a quarter 
inch too large than a quarter inch 
too small. , 

Next, have it moun on stand, 

etting a carpenter to do the job, un- 

ess you have some one around the 

house who could do it for you. A 
hold on Re order of those used to 

up c cases is about 
what you nh having the oreae 
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height. A form of this kind yeu will 
find of benefit too great to be ex- 
pressed in words, not only for fitting, 
but for draping: and designing waists. 

Now for the girl whose hip measure 
runs smaller than the smallest form 
sold; the writer will tell what she did 
with one for herself. It was about an 
inch too large, and when it came to 
fitting skirts, was absolutely no good. 
The largest bumps seemed to come on 
the side; so with a saw I cut out a 
long V-shaped piece, about a half inch 
at the bottom and tapering up to 
about four inches. A piece like this 
was cut from each side. As these 
forms are made of pressed paper, it 
was hard to fix on how to fasten the 
parts together, so 1 took three pieces 
of narrow tape, about four or five 
inches long, and with pins pulled the 
parts together and pinned the tapes 
over, running the pins toward the 
cut, right into the form, Now, if you 
should be rather flat in the back and 
large at the side, the same method 
might be tried in the back, only be 
careful how you cut, measuring care- 
fully before. When you fit your lip- 
ing, you could fill out any little cavi- 
ties that might arise from the cut- 
ting. 

In fastening the lining around the 
bottom, use pins, as the paper is too 
soft to take tacks, and it would be 
an utter impossibility to sew. 

Use a very good, closely woven lin- 
ing material for your basque. 

To those who must cut the form to 
meet measurements, great care must 
be taken when the form is being ad- 
justed to the stand that the severed 
parts ere not pulled apart.
